Betow is a letter, written on May 23, 1857, by the great British 
listorian Lord Macaulay, to a friend in the United States. 

Because of the astonishing fidelity with which Lord Mecauley 

icts the trend of today’s times in the United States, the letter 
takes ite place as one of the outstanding documents of all times. No 
one listening to the daily broadcasts now emanating from leaders in 
the political, banking, religious and commercial life of the United 
States, issuing grave warnings of the perils confronting that nation 
if something is not done to relieve the present distress, can fail to 
recognize how wonderfully the British historian gauged the march 
of progress in that country.

Health and Diet Advice 
Dr. Frank McCo. 

The Italians heve a saying that “if you would 
provide for your grandchildren, plant am olive 
grove.” This saying is most likely based on the 
fact thet the olice tree has probably the longest 
productive life of any fruit tree, olive trees some- 
times attaining many hundreds of years of growth 
Curing whieh time they bear regular crops of fruit 
This wholesome nourishing fruit has been treasured 
from ancient times by many peoples, including 
those of Greece, Italy, Spain and Egypt. The oii 
has long been used by man both as food and as a 
skin ointment. In Greece the tree was valued so 
highly that victorious athletes were crowned with 
an olive wreath, and an olive branch was held a 
symbol of peace. Even at the present time olives 
are one of the leading fruits of the world. 

The ordinary ripe olive contains up to 30% of 
a nourishing vegetable oil. The color of the olive 
skin varies from green to purplish or brownish 
black. The fruit is naturally very bitter, but the 
bitterness may be removed in several ways. As 
generally sold, they are put up in two forms; the 
green and ripe. The latter are to be preferred from 
the health standpoint as the green olives are likely 
to be less easily digested atid should be used more 
in the line of relish or decoration. A good olive 
has a firm meat and a bland, oily flavor. Usually 
the grading runs by size, the largest umes bringing 
the best price 

Olives are sometimes sold in bulk, but, when it 
is desired to keep them for a period of time, they 
are generally packed in glass jars or tin cans, this 
way of handling them having originated in Cali- 
fornia where the first trees were planted at a 
mission, from which the name of mission olives 
comes. Ordinary pickled olives should keep for a 
number of months, but those sterilized during can- 
ning will keep indefinitely. I advise that olives be 
allowed to stand for several hours in cold water 
before being eaten as this extracts some of the 
brine in which they have been packed. 

Instead of the ordinary pickling process in lime, 
a limited amount of olives are prepared by de- 
hydration or sun-drying. This form of olives is 
usually sold in health food stores. Most of the bit- 
terness is removed by the drying process, but they 
retain a quite different flavor from the ordinary 
ripe olive and are faintly bitter. They are quite 
wholesome prepared in this way and many people 
prefer them. 

Olives are extensi 


ely used as a salad vegetable 
They are very wholesome and combine well with 
any other article food combination, A very 
tasty stuffing for roast chicken or turkey is made 


or 


by mixing ground raisins, minced celery, and 
minced olives together with Melba toast crumbs. 
A small amount of r may be used to moisten 
this dressing. Minced olives also make a very 
pleasing filling for sandwiche 

No article on olives is complete without men- 
tioning olive oil which is one of the most important 


of the vegetable oils. The best kind is from the 
first pressing and is c od virgin oil, it being used 
for cooking and almost universally employed as a 
dressing for salads. In addition to its food value 
olive oil has long been prized as a beauty aid, 
being rubbed into the skin to make it smooth and 
flexible. Those with very dry skin who suffer from 
itching after bathing may get relief by annointing 
ihe body with a small amount of olive oil Exces- 
sive dryness of the hair is sometimes helped by 
rubbing olive oil into the scalp. This oil is also 
used to make fine toilet soaps 

Olives are valuable in the diet because they 
contain a large amount of easily digested fat and 
are also alkaline-forming, being rich in potassium, 
calcium, magnesium ahd iron

A brilliant celestial fireworks 
display is scheduled sometime 
during the period between Nov, 
15 and Nov. 19 and astronomers 
are setting up instruments for 
study of the meteors, known as 
the Leonids, which will dash 
across the eastern skies. 

It is a treat due only every 33 
years. In 1833 there was a bril- 
liant show and another in 1866. 
But in 1899 the Leonids failed to 
give their brilliant display. This 
year astronomers expect the 
Leonids to dazzle brilliantly, bas- 
ing their expectations on_ the 
minor showers in 1930 and 1931. 

Every November a swarm of 
meteors—rocks and gaseous mat- 
ter—swarm around the sun in an 
elliptical orbit. The earth passes 
through the orbit of the meteors 
in November, but svery 33 years 

the time it takes the meteor 
shower to circle the sun—the me- 
teor swarm is at tne point where 
the earth cuts through the me- 
teor orbit. Therefore the bril- 
liant Leonid display.

It 
also felt, particularly in the case of 
Fort Chipewyan, the difficulty of 
fretting into communitation with 
this point during the 
seasons, when flying and navigation 
are tied up, made it urgently necess- 
ary to have a station there 

The two new stations will also 
prove a great boon to aviation and 
shippirtg firms. Considerable un- 
certainty was caused with regard to 
the whereabouts and fate of two 
northern boats only this fall as a re- 
sult of lack of communication to 
Chipewyan,
